GENERAL EEYIEW. 

At this time more than ordinary interest is manifested in the large 
and increasing arrivals of immigrants from foreign countries in the 
United States, and all facts and figures in relation to the subject re- 
ceive the marked attention of the public. 

Much of interest has been manifested in this important subject not 
only because it appears that there has been in recent years a very large 
and increasing influx of foreign population to the United States, but 
because of the common belief that included in this large inflow there 
have been certain elements which are # decidedly injurious to the social 
institutions of this country. It is understood that such elements are 
the vicious, criminal, and pauper classes, also members of secret organ- 
izations which justify the unlawful destruction of life and property. 
Hence it has been deemed wise by our legislators that reasonable and 
proper restraints should be thrown around the large and indiscriminate 
immigration to the United States of recent years, and which appear in 
the amendments to the immigration laws that are in subsequent. pages 
of this report. 

Carefully prepared statements are herewith given, which show the 
arrivals of alien passengers and immigrants in the United States during 
each year from 1820 to 1892, inclusive; also the most complete infor- 
mation afforded by the records in regard to the nationality, sex, age, 
and occupation of the aliens and immigrants which have arrived. 

ETo official records were made of the influx of foreign population to 
this country prior to 1820. 

Although the number of immigrants arrived in the United States 
from the close of the Eevolutionary war up to 1820 is not accurately 
known, it is estimated by good authorities at 250,000. 

Prior to 1856 the official statistics of arrivals of passengers from for- 
eign countries do not distinguish those intending to make their per- 
manent residence in this country from merely transient passengers or 
sojourners, but there were during that time comparatively few of the 
latter. From 1856 to 1868 the statistics distinguish the total number 
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*of immigrants only from the transient passengers, but since 1868 the 
number of immigrants of each nationality is shown separately from 
sojourners. 

The following statement shows the number of alien passengers ar- 
rived in the United States each year from 1820 to 1892, and the number 
of immigrants arrived each year from 1856 to 1892 :

The number of alien passengers arrived in the United States from 
1820 to 1855, inclusive, was 4,212,624, and the number of immigrants 
arrived from 1856 to 1892, inclusive, was 12,371,959. It has been esti- 
mated that prior to 1856 about 98 per cent of the total alien arrivals 
were of immigrants. Deducting 2 per cent for sojourners from the 
alien passengers arrived in the United States between 1820 and 1855, 
and adding the estimated number of immigrants who arrived prior to

1820, we have a total of immigrants arrived in the United States from 
the close of the Revolutionary war to June 30, 1892, of about 16,750,000. 
In the early years the immigration from foreign countries to the 
United States was small, but during recent years the stream of immi- 
gration has been steadily flowing to our shores with an increased volume.

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It will be observed that from 1861 to 1870 there was a slight decrease 
from the number of arrivals of immigrants in the prior decade, which 
was doubtless due to the fact that the civil war existed during this 
period. There was a marked decline in immigration during the years 
1858, 1859, and 1860. In 1861 and 1862 it reached its lowest number 
since 1844, when the arrivals were, respectively, 89,724 and 89,007* 
After the termination of the civil war immigration rapidly increased, 
and has continued to grow in extent and volume. 

The number of immigrants arrived during the two decades from 
1871 to 1890, inclusive, was 8,058,804, or 52.24 per cent of the total 
arrivals from 1821 to 1890. These totals do not include arrivals from 
the British North American possessions and Mexico since July 1, 1885, 
of which there is no available record, there being no law providing for 
the collection of the statistics of immigration by land carriage. 

During the decade, from 1881 to 1890, there has been a remarkable 
increase in immigration, reaching the aggregate of 5,246,613, or a yearly 

* average of 524,661. The recent very large increase in our foreign popu- 

* lation will be better understood when it is stated that the volume of 
immigration during the decade ending with 1890 was 34 per cent of the 
entire arrivals in the United States during the period from 1820 to 1880. 

It is therefore to be expected that this subject should be one of vital 
interest to the public. 

IMMIGRATION FEOM EUROPE. 

- During the entire period from 1820 to 1892 the greater portion of this 
foreign population has come from Europe. The proportion has increased 
from 68.89 per cent of the entire arrival of aliens in the decade from 1821 
to 1830 to 89.99 per cent in the decade from 1881 to 1890. 

In the early history of the immigration movement, while nearly all 
the countries of Europe were represented to some extent, during the 
forty years from 1821 to 1860, inclusive, over one-half of the entire immi- 
gration to this country was from England and Ireland, and the greater 
portion from Ireland. From 1861 to 1890, inclusive, much the large por- 
tion of the emigration from the United Kingdom has been from England, 
and the flow of population from Germany, Norway and Sweden, Austria- 
Hungary, Italy, Eussia, and Poland has greatly increased. 

It will be interesting to note, in this connection, the proportion of 
each of the leading nationalities in the grand aggregate of 16,611,060 
immigrants that came t> j the United States from 1821 to 1892, inclusive :

IMMIGRATION FROM CHINA AND JAPAN.

The immigration from China reached its maximum in the years from 
1869 to 1882, inclusive. During the decade ending with 1880 it amounted 
to 123,201. During the years 1881 and 1882 it amounted to 51,469. The 
law excluding Chinese laborers went into effect August 6, 1882. Only 
10,242 Chinese immigrants are reported for the eight years since 1882, 
6,613 of whom arrived in July, 1882. The arrivals of immigrants from 
China during 1891 and 1892 were 5,564, and from all other countries of Asia 
there were 10,826 immigrants during the fiscal years 1891 and 1892. Of 
this large increase 5,660 were from Turkey; 2,634 from Japan, and 1,881 
were from Armenia. 

As some misapprehension has existed with reference to the immigra- 
tion from Japan into the United States, it may be interesting to con- 
sider in this connection the movement of that people to this country » 
for a series of years. 

This commenced in 1861, with a single arrival, and there were no 
other arrivals until 1866, when there were 7, and 67 in 1867, 14 in 1868, 
96 in 1869, and 33 in 1870, or a total immigration of 218 in the ten years. 

In the succeeding decade, from 1871 to 1880, there were 149 arrivals, 
a decrease as compared with the prior decade. 

During the year ending June 30, 1892, the number of immigrants 
from Japan was 1,498, of which 1,457 were males and 41 were females'. 
It will be seen there is a great disproportion in the sexes, due to fact 
that the Japanese do not come to make this country their home but 
expect to, and do largely return to Japan. 

It will thus be seen that the total immigration from Japan from 1861 
to 1892, inclusive, has aggregated 5,271. 

During this time many of these have returned and some deceased, 
so that the present number of Japanese in the United States is quite 
inconsiderable. 

IMMIGRATION ACROSS OUR FRONTIERS. 

For many years prior to 1885 incomplete statistics of the arrivals of 
immigrants from British North American Possessions and Mexico were 
collected and included in the data of immigrant arrivals, but as there 
was no law providing for the collection of these statistics, their accu- 
racy depended entirely upon the vigilance of collectors of customs on 
the frontier. 

During recent years, the means of communication between this and 
adjacent countries by railroads increased to such an extent that it was 
found impracticable to collect accurate data by mere inspection of the 

passengers on railway trains. The matter was comparatively easy in

earlier years, when there were few routes of transportation between the 
adjacent countries, and communication was difficult, or, as in case of 
Mexico, almost entirely by water. 

Since July, 1885, for the reasons stated, alien arrivals from the Brit- 
ish North American Possessions and Mexico have not been ascertained 
and included in our immigration statistics. 

The minister of agriculture of the dominion of Canada, in his official 
reports, states that the number of immigrant passengers arrived at 
Canadian ports from European Countries en route for the United States 
were as follows :

The immigrants' passing into the United States through the Do- 
minion of Canada are not, for the reasons just stated, included in our 
statistics of immigrants arrived. 

It is probable tliat the number of uncounted immigrants arriving in 
the United States from or by way of Mexico is not large. 

INCREASE AND FLUCTUATIONS IN IMMIGRATION. » 

There has been since 1820 almost a constant increase of immigration 
from nearly all countries. The exceptions are France and China. Dar- 
ing the decade from 1871 to 1880 the total immigration from France 

« 

to the United States was 72,206; and in the 10 years from 1881 to 
1890, was 50,464, a falling off of 21,742, or a decrease of 30 per cent. 
The immigration from France during the fiscal years 1891 and 1892 
amounted to 6,770 and 6,521, respectively, or 13,291 for the 2 years. 
There were 2,836 immigrants from China in 1891, and 2,728 in 1892, an 
increase over the 7 prior years. 

There has been a decided increase from year to year during the last 
decade in the number of immigrants from Italy, Austria, Hungary, 
Poland, and Bussia. 

During the fiscal year 1881 the immigration from Italy into the United 
States was 15,401. There has been an irregular increase since up to 
the fiscal year 1890, when the total immigration to the United States 
was 52,003. The increase has continued into 1891, as the immigration 
for the year ending June 30, 1891, shows a total of 76,055, as against 
52,003 for the fiscal year 1890. There was a decrease from 1891 to 
62,137 in 1892. 
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The immigration from Austria (except Hungary) in 1881 was 21,109, 
and in 1890, 34,137; in 1892 it was 42,900. 

The increase of immigration from Hungary during the 10 years has 
been quite regular and very large. During the fiscal year 1881 it 
amounted to 6,826, and during the fiscal year 1890 it was 22,062. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1891, the immigration from Hungary was 28,366, and 
in 1892 it was 37,236. 

From Eussia (including Poland) there is the same marked and steady 
increase since 1881, during which yea^ it was 10,665, and during 1890 
it amounted to 46,671. During the fiscal year 1891 the immigration 
from Eussia was 74,923, and 117,692 in 1892, as compared with 46,671, 
during 1890. 

The immigration from all countries during the year ending June 30, 
1892, was 623,084, as compared with 560>319 during preceding fiscal 
year, and 451,219 in 1890. 

There has been during the decade since 1881 a decrease of the im- 
migration from Germany and Switzerland. From England, Ireland, 
Scotland, Sweden and Norway, Denmark, France, and Belgium there 
has been a steady flow of immigration that has nqt varied much, show- 
ing little increase or decline from year to year, but still large in the 
aggregate for the 10 years. Since the act excluding Chinese laborers 
went into effect, August 6, 1882, the immigration from China has been 
quite small, amounting to 495 for the six years from 1884 to 1889, inclu- 
sive, but during the fiscal year 1890, the number of immigrants was 
1,71^ 2,836 in 1891, and 2,728 in 1892, indicating that Chinese of other 
occupations than laborers are seeking our shores. 

The large immigration from foreign countries into the United States 
from 1881 to 1890, inclusive, presents some interesting features, not 
only of numbers but of nationality, sex, and occupation. The number 
arriving each year of the decade has been large, but has seemed to fol- 
low no ratio of increase or decrease, but has varied somewhat, and it is 
not an easy task to trace the causes of this irregularity, unless it be 
due to circumstances or local causes existing in the several countries 
from which this immigration has flowed. In the periods of prosperity 
and business activity in this country, and of depression of trade in for- 
eign countries, the immigration has been greatest. 

Doubtless the moving causes of this large and increasing flow of im- 
migration to the United Stfetes are the decided advantages which the 
different portions of the United States offer to the people of many coun- 
tries for an improvement in their conditions, such as more steady em- 
ployment at more remunerative wages, cheaper lands, better facilities 
for procuring homes, and greater personal and political freedom. 

The year of the largest immigration was 1882, when the number of 

. immigrants who arrived at our ports was 788,992. This is much the 

largest influx of foreign immigration of any year in the history of the 
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Government. The next largest volume was in 1881, when the number 
was 669,431, The immigration during the last twelve years was as fol- 
lows:

IMMIGRATION SINCE 1880. 

During the ten years ending June 30, from 1881 to 1890, inclusive, 
the total number of immigrants arrived in the United States, not includ- 
ing arrivals from Mexico and British American Possessions, of which 
there is no reliable record, has t>een 5,246,613, or about one-third of the 
total immigration into this country for the 7 decades since .1820. Dur- 
ing the 12 years from 1881 to 1892, inclusive, the total immigration to 
the United States has been 6,430,016 or 38.71 per cent of the total im- 
migration for the 72 years from 1821 to 1892, which was as before stated 
16,611,060.

The volume of immigration into the United States during the year 
ending June 30, 1892, was much larger than during any fiscal year 
since 1883. The total arrivals were 623,084 showing an increase of 
167,782 over the arrivals of 1890, and of 62,765 over arrivals of 1891. 
This increase appears in the immigration from nearly all the leading 
nations but is mcfre marked in the arrivals from Germany, Italy, 
Poland, and Eussia. From Italy, there came 76,055 in 1891, and 
62,137 in 1892, as compared with 51,789 in 1890. From Germany, 
113,554 in 1891, 130,758 in 1892, and 92,427 in 1890. Poland sent 
27,497 in 1891, and 33,299 in 1892, and 11,073 in 1890. Eussia contrib- 
uted 47,426 in 1891, and 84,393 in 1392, as compared with 35,598 in 
1890. England and Wales alone show a decrease in the flow of popu- 
lation to the United States, the falling off being from 57,689 in 1890, to 
50,527 in 1892. .

PROPORTION OP THE SEXES. 



Of the total number of immigrants arrived in the United States dur- 
ing the decade from 1881 to 1890, 3,205,911, or 61.10 per cent, were 
males; 2,040,702, or 38.90 per cent, were females; and 1,121,499, or 21.4 
per cent, were under 15 s years of age. 

The per cent of males and females arrived from the different coun- 
tries represented in this large volume of immigration to the United 
States varies considerably. 

During the 10 years, from 1881 to 1890, 51 per cent of the immi- 
gration from Ireland was of males and 49 per cent of females, showing 
only a slight difference in the proportion of sexes, and that families 
were largely kept together. The actual number was 334,229 males and 
321,253 females.

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From Germany, 836,290, or 57.6 per cent of immigrants, were males, 
and 616,680, or 42.4 per cent, were females. 

From England, Sweden, Norway, and Scotland, 61 per cent of the 
immigrants were males. 

From Hungary, 94,243, or 73.8 per cent, were males, and 33,438, or 
26.2 per cent, were females. 

In arrivals from Italy during the last ten years there is the largest 
disparity of, sexes, 243,923, or 79.4 per cent, being males, and 63,386, or 
20.6 per cent, females.

An analysis of the immigration movement to this country for the 
years ending June 30, 1891 and 1892, considered in the order of magni- 
tude of the arrivals, will show quite a change in the relative position 
of the different nationalities as compared with the foregoing table. 
Germany still stands at the head of the list with 130,758 immigrants 
to the United States in 1892. Next in order of magnitude comes Eus- 
siawith 84,393; Italy, 62,137; Sweden and Norway, 57,709, then Ire- 
land, which during many years has been second only to Germany in 
the magnitude of its emigration to the United States, was in 1892 fifth 
in its relative position. This is due not to the decrease of immigration 
from Ireland, but to the very large increase in the immigration from 
Eussia, Italy, and Sweden and Norway. The immigration from Austria- 
Hungary and Poland has also greatly increased during the fiscal years 
1891 and 1892. These facts, together with the marked disparity of sexes, 
will appear in the following table. It will be observed that the greatest 
disparity of sexes in the immigration movement of 1892 was from Italy, 
where 76.34 per cent, of the arrivals were males and 23.66 per cent 
were females. Of the immigration from Hungary 73.75 per cent was 
of males and 26.25 per cent of females. The next largest percentage 
of males was in the arrivals from Austria, where it was 66.80 per cent. 
From Eussia 60.44 per cent of the arrivals were mal^s. On the con- 
trary, 49.17 per cent of the arrivals from Ireland were males and 50.83 
per cent were females. The percentages of male and female immi- 
grants, together with the total arrivals of each of the leading nation- 
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alities of Europe, are given in the following statement for the years 
ending Jane 30, 1891 and 1892:

AGES OP IMMIGRANTS. 

In considering further the immigration into the United States from 
1881 to 1890, inclusive, it will be interesting to note, in regard to ages, 
that 21.4 per cent, or 1,121,499, oat of the total 5,246,613 immigrants, 
were under 15 years of age; 3,572,273, or 68.1 per cent, were between 
15 and 40 years of age, and 552,841, or 10.5 per cent, were over 40 years 
of age. When considered as to nationalities, it appears that Ireland, 
Hungary, and Italy furnish the largest percentages of immigrants be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 40 years, being, respectively, 78.6, 74.1, and 
69,1 per cent. Italy at the same time furnishes much the largest per- 
centage of immigrants into this country who were over 40 years of age, 
this proportion being 15.5 per cent, while the average per cent of all 
countries was 10.5. This would indicate that Italy furnishes the largest 
percentage of immigrants who have passed the prime of life. 

The next highest percentage of those above the age of 40 years is in 
the arrivals from Austria, where the proportion of this class was 11.6 
per cent. 

The lowest per cent, of those above the age of 40 years is in the immi- 
gration from Ireland, where it was 7.3 per cent of the total. The 
highest percentage of children, or those under 15 years of age, appears 
in the immigration from Germany, where the per cent was 26.6, and 
the lowest, 14.1, was in the immigration from Ireland.

In the large tide of immigration to the United States • during the 
fiscal years 1891 and 1892, amounting in the aggregate to 1,183,403, 
not, including the immigration from the North American Provinces and 
Mexico, there is about the same proportion in respect to ages. 'The 
most marked figures are those which relate to the ages of immigrants 
from Germany, where 23.18 per cent in 1891 and 19.97 per cent in 1892 
were under 15 years of age, and 10.18 per cent in 1891, and 7.26 per 
cent in 1892 were over 40 years of age; from Ireland, where 83.83 per 
cent in 1891 and 88.82 per cent in 1892 were between 15 and 40 years 
of age, and from Sweden and Norway in 1892, where 83.83 per cent in 
1892 were between 15 and 40 years of age. From Ireland there was 
the lowest per cent of immigrants under 15 years of age, and also of 
those over 40 years of age. Italy furnishes the largest per cent of im- 
migrants who were over 40 years of age. There were 10.37 per cent in 
the arrivals of 1892 and 15.20 per cent in the arrivals of 1891 from 
Italy over 40 years of age.

SKILLED AND UNSKILLED IMMIGRANTS. 

A farther analysis of the character as well as the volume of the for- 
eign population which has come to the United States during the decade 
from 1881 to 1890 shows that a very large proportion of thiB immi- 
gration is not only made up of unskilled laborers, but (hat there is a still 
larger proportion of those having no definite occupation. The occupa- 
tions reported have been classified as follows :

It will be observed that the professional class, which embraces 
musicians, teachers, clergymen, artists, lawyers, physicians, etc., is a 
very inconsiderable proportion, or 0.51 per cent, of the total immigration 
during the decade ending with 1890. The skilled occupations, embracing 
those engaged in forty or more different occupations, and including those 
who have acquired trades by careful training and experience, such as 
blacksmiths, carpenters, coopers, ironworkers, machinists, printers, 
gardeners, dressmakers, miners, tailors, etc., also make up a very .small 
proportion of the total immigration; they, in fact, represent but 10.30 
per cent of the whole number of immigrants. The two classes, pro- 
fessional and skilled occupations combined, make 10.81 per cent of the 
whole number of immigrants. 

The class, miscellaneous occupations, constitutes 39.63 per cent of 
the total arrivals, and this class includes in the order of their number, 
laborers, farmers, servants, and merchants. 

Much the larger class, and which represents 47.34 per cent of all, is 
made up of those who have no occupations. If to this are added those 
who do not state their occupations there is a total of 2,600,001 ; or 49.56 
per cent of the whole. It will be seen, however, that of this total 
2,600,061, apparently without occupation, 1,767,284 were females, and

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537,007 were under 15 years of age. There were 832,777 males who had 
no occupation, or none stated $ and of those 579,715 were undei}15 years

If the classification by occupation of the total foreign immigration to 
the United States during 1892 be considered, it will be found that of 
the males alone only 13.03 per cent were in the class of skilled and 
professional occupations, 57.57 per cent belonged to the miscellaneous 
class and 29.40 were without occupation or occupations not stated.

Honduras, Central American States, Argentine Republic, Brazil. Chile, 
Colombia, Ecuador, Guiana, Peru, Venezuela, South America not speci- 
fied, Antigua, Bahamas, Barbados, Cuba, Curacao, Haiti, Jamaica, 
Puerto Rico, St. Croix, St. Thomas, Trinidad, and other West Indies. 

Africa includes Algeria, Egypt, Liberia, and South Africa. 

Islands of the Atlantic include the Azores, Bermuda, Cape Verde, 
and others. 

Islands of the Pacific include Australia, Hawaiian Islands, New 
Zealand, and others. 

Of the countries of Asia, Arabia has furnished 1,186 immigrants; 
Armenia 2,862; China, 219,090; India, 534; Japan, 5,164; Persia, 74; 
Turkey ' . 7,949; other parts of Asia, 508. 
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Africa has furnished the least of all, and only 1,220 from the whole 
continent. 

South America has sent 4,936. 

The islands of the Atlantic have sent 30,269 — these include the 
Azores, 28,037; Bermuda, 1,161; Cape Verde, 831; other islands, 240; 
and the islands of the Pacific, 27,386 — these include Australia, 18,621; 
Hawaiian Islands, 8,386; New Zealand, 83; others of the Pacific, 295; 
Greenland, Iceland, and the Faroe Islands sent 1,509; and there have 
been born at sea, 1,420.

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MONEY BBOTJGKHT BY IMMIGRANTS. 

[From Report of Commissioner of Immigration.] 

The 152,360 immigrants above 20 years of age who arrived at the port 
of New York during the six months ending June 30, 1892, brought 
$3,060,908.05. Average per capita, $20.09. Five thousand eight hun- 
dred and fourteen immigrants brought more than $100 each, 146,546 
brought less than $100 each. Immigrants from France brought the 
largest amount of money per capita. Of her 1,317 immigrants, 183 
brought more than $100 and 1,134 brought less than $100, making an 
average per capita of $55.67. Switzerland follows next with 2,049 im- 
migrants. Of that number 186 brought more than $100 and 1,863 
brought less than $100, making an average per capita of $44.01. Wales 
follows close on Switzerland with 222 immigrants; 31 of that number 
brought more than $100 and 189 brought less than $100, making an 
average per capita of $43.06. Germany with 22,351 immigrants, of 
which number 2,002 brought more than $100 and 20,329 that brought 
less than $100, making an average per capita of $35.42. 

Hungary, Italy, and Poland brought the lowest average amount of 
cash of any country contributing to our population. They are within 
a fraction of the same average per capita. Poland, with 10,778 immi- 
gradts, 157 of which brought more than $100, and 10,621 less than 
$100, making an average of $12.31. Italy with 30,288 immigrants, 406 
of which number brought more than $100, and 29,882 less than $100, 
making an average per capita of $11.77. Hungary with 13,149 immi- 
grants, 150 of which brought more than $100, and 12,999 less than $100, 
making an average per capita of $11.42. The figures disclose an 
average per capita of money per immigrant from Eussia of $22.10. The 
immigrants from Eussia have the widest variations in financial condi- 
tion of any people who come to our country. Of the 9,639 immigrants 
who arrived 333 brought more than $100 each, several of these bring- 
ing considerable sums of money, one bringing $25,000. All these were 
men conducting a prosperous business in Eussia, and were driven from 
home on account of persecution, and who had converted their large 
estates into the cash they could secure and fled the country. 

The 9,306 Eussians who brought less than $100 were nearly all 
destitute. Very few of them had sufficient money to pay their passage 
to their destination in the interior of the country. The vast majority 
of them came on tickets furnished by the " Baron Hirsh Fund." 

The three million sixty thousand nine hundred and eight dollars and 
five cents is a very considerable sum of money to be brought into our 
country by new citizens, but when distributed among 152,360 persons it 
becomes an inconsiderable amount. Twenty dollars and nine cents, the 
average amount of money per capita brought by the immigrants, can 
not be considered a reasonable amount of money for the average immi- 
grant to commence life with in a new country.

As shown by the foregoing table, 490,229, or 49.98 per cent of our 
oreign population born in Canada and Newfoundland, are found in the 
North Atlantic division, and 401,660, or 40.95 per cent, in the North Cen- 
tral division, while 1,241,116, or 66.32 per cent of our population born in 
Ireland, are found in the North Atlantic division, and 433,719, or 23.17 
per cent, in the North Central division. Ofrthe whole number of per- 
sons in the United States born in England, Scotland, and Wales, 
respectively, 446,921, or 49.16 per cent; 119,382, or 49.28 per cent, and 
51,081, or 51.04 per cent, are found in the North Atlantic division, and 
312,398, or 34.36 per cent; 81,619, or 33.70 per cent, and 34,403, or 34.38 
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per cent, are found in the North Central division. Of the whole number 
of persons whose nativity is Germany 1,570,112, or 56.38 per cent, are 
found in the North Central division, and 898,321, or 32.26 per cent, in 
the North Atlantic division. Of the whole number of persons born in 
Norway, Sweden, and Denmark, respectively, 283,847, or 87.97 per cent j 
335,871, or 70.26 per cent, and 89,633, or 67.62 per cent, are found in the 
North Central division.

From this table it is seen that out of a total of 9,249,547 foreign-born 
persons in the United States, 4,081,927, or 44.13 per cent, are found in 
the 124 principal cities in* 1890. Of the whole number of persons born 
in Ireland, 55.97 per cent are found in the same cities, while of the 
whole number of persons born in Germany, 47.71 per cent are contained 
in these cities. Of the total number of persons born in Eussia, these 
cities contained 57.90 per cent; of persons born in Poland, 57.11 per 
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cent; of persons born in Italy, 58.79 per cent, and of persons born in 
Spain, 58.32 per cent. Of the total number of persons born in Canada 
and Newfoundland, 31.36 per cent are found in these principal cities, 
while of the total number of persons born in England, 40.70 per cent, 
are found in these cities. The countries contributing the smallest per- 
centages of their total number to the population of the 124 cities under 
consideration are Mexico, 7.97 per cent; Wales, 25.80 per cent; Bel- 
gium, 22.30 per cent; Norway, 20.78 per cent, and Denmark, 23.24 per 
cent.

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REGULATIONS. 

Trkasury Department, 

Office of the Secretary, 

Washington, D. C, April 25, 1893. 

Article 1. Collectors of customs will collect, as provided in section 1 of the act 
of August 3, 1882, a? duty of 50 cents for each and every passenger not a citizen of 
the United States who shall come by steam or sail vessel from a foreign port to any 
port of the United States, except such vessels as are employed exclusively between 
the ports of the United States and the ports of the Dominion of Canada or of the 
ports of Mexico, as provided in section 22 of the act of June 26, 1884. 

Art. 2. All such moneys collected must be deposited to the credit of the Treasurer 
of the United States on account of "Immigrant fund" with an assistant treasurer of 
the United States, or national bank depositary, in the same manner as other mis- 
cellaneous collections are reported. Separate accounts of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of money under the act must be rendered monthly to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, on forms to be furnished by the Government for the purpose. 

Art. 3. Collectors of customs on the Canadian frontier, and at all points where 
commissioners of immigration are not employed, are charged within their respec- 
tive districts with the execution of the laws pertaining to immigration and all im- 
portation of laborers under contract or agreement to perform labor in the United 
States. They, will employ all customs, immigration, and other officers assigned to 
them for duty in the enforcement of the immigration acts; and all such officers are 
hereby designated and authorized to act 'as immigration officers. 

Art. 4. Whenever it shall be necessary, in making the examination of immigrants 
to temporarily remove them from the vessel upon which they .arrived to a desirable 
place provided for the examination, such immigrants shall not be regarded as landed 
so long as they are undergoing the examination and are in charge of the officers 
whose duty it is to make such examination; and such removal shall not be consid- 
ered a landing during the pendency of any question relating to such examination, 
or while awaiting their return as provided by law. 

Art. 5. The commissioner of immigration shall enter of record the name of every 
immigrant found upon examination to be within either of the prohibited classes, 
with a statement of the decision in each case, and at the same time give notice in 
writing to the master, agent, consignee, or owner of the vessel upon which such 
immigrant arrived, together with the grounds of refusal to land such immigrant, 
that said vessel is required to return such immigrant to the port whence he came. 

Art. 6. The regular examination of immigrants under the special inquiry re- 
quired by statute will be separate from the public, but any immigrant who is re- 
fused permission to land, or pending an appeal in his case, will be permitted to 
confer with friends or counsel in such manner as the commissioner may deem 
proper. 

Art. 7. Any immigrant claiming to be aggrieved by the decision of the inspection 
officers may appeal therefrom, and such appeal shall stay his deportation until de- 
cision shall be had thereon. Such appeal shall be in writing, and shall specify the 
grounds of appeal, and shall be presented to the commissioner, who shall at once 
forward such appeal to the Department with all the evidence in the case and his 
views thereon. 

Any examining inspector dissenting from a decision to admit an immigrant may 
appeal therefrom, which appeal shall be in writing and specify the grounds thereof, 
and shall be forwarded by the commissioner to the Department in like manner as 
in cases of an appeal by an immigrant. 

Art. 8. Upon a decision of the appeal the immigrant shall be at once landed or 
deported in accordance with such decision, and, in case landing is refused, the 
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master, agent, consignee, or owner of the vessel by which the immigrant arrived 
shall be notified of such decision by the commissioner, and that the immigrant will be 
placed on board said vessel to be returned as aforesaid. 

Art. 9. The expenses for the keeping and maintenance of such immigrants as are 
ordered to be returned, pending the decision of the right to land and the subse- 
quent expenses for the keeping and maintenance of those ordered to be returned, 
and the expense of their return, shall be borne by the owner or ^wners of the vessel 
on which they came. 

Art. 10. At least twenty- four hours before the sailing of the vessel upon which 
immigrants are ordered to be returned, the master, agent, consignee, or owner of such 
vessel shall notify the commissioner of the proposed hour of sailing, who shall there- 
upon place on board all immigrants to be returned by such vessel as aforesaid, 
and in case any master, agent, consignee, or owner of such vessel shall refuse to re- 
ceive such immigrants oi\ board, or shall neglect to retain them thereon, or shall 
refuse or neglect to return them to the port from which they came, or to pay the cost 
of their maintenance while on land, such master, agent, consignee, or owner shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$300 for each and every offense, and any such vessel shall not have clearance from 
any port of the United States while any such fine is unpaid. 

Art. 11. No vessel bringing immigrants in the steerage or in apartments other 
than in the first or second cabin, from ports where contagious or infectious dis- 
eases are prevailing, shall be admitted to entry unless it appear by the certificate 
of the consular officer at such port that said immigrants have been detained at the 
point of embarkation at least five days under medical observation in specially' des- 
ignated barracks or houses set apart for their exclusive use, and that their clothing, 
baggage, and personal effects have beeu disinfected before being placed on board by 
one of the following methods : 

(1) Boiling in water not less than thirty minutes. 

(2) Exposure to steam not less than thirty minutes, the steam to be of a tempera- 
ture not less than 100° C. (212° F.), nor greater than 115° C. (239° F.), and unmixed 
with air. , 

(3) Solution of carbolic acid of a 2 per cent strength. 

This method (No. 3) may be applied only to leather goods, such as trunks, satchels, 
boots, shoes; to rubber goods, etc., the articles to be saturated with the solution. 

(4) Articles that would be destroyed or injured when subjected to any of the 
above methods may be disinfected by immersion in solution of bichloride of mer- 
cury, 1 part to 2,000, until all parts are thoroughly saturated, due precaution being 
taken against mercurial poisoning. 

The above restrictions will also be applied to vessels bringing immigrants from 
noninfected ports, but who come from infected localities. 

Art. 12. There shall be delivered to the commissioner of immigration at the port 
of arrival by the master, or commanding officer of the vessel, lists or manifests, made 
at the time and place of embarkation, of such immigrants, which shall, in answer 
to questions at the top of said lists or manifests, state as to each of said passengers — 

(1) Full name. 

(2) Age. 

(3) Sex. 

(4) Whether married or single. 

(5) Calling or occupation. * 

(6) Whether able to read or write. 

(7) Nationality. 

(8) Last residence. 

(9) Seaport for landing in the United States. 

(10) Final destination in the United States. 
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(11) Whether having a ticket through to such final destination. 

(12) Whether the immigrant has paid tiis own passage, or whether it has been 
paid by other persons, or by any corporation, society, municipality, or government. 

(13) Whether in possession of money, and if so, whether upwards of $30, and how 
much, if $30 or less. 

(14) Whether going to join a relative, and if so, what relative, and his name and 
address. 

(15) Whether ever before in the United States, and if so, when and where. 

(16) Whether ever in prison, or almshouse, or supported by charity. 

(17) Whether a polygawist. 

(18) Whether under contract, express or implied, to perform labor in the United 
States. 

(19) The immigrant's condition of health, meutally and physically, and whether 
deformed or crippled; and, if so, from what cause. 

Art. 13. Said immigrants shall be listed in convenient groups, and no one list or 
manifest shall contain more than thirty names. There shall be delivered to each 
such immigrant or head of a family, prior to or at the time of embarkation, or at such 
time on the voyage before arrival, as may be found most convenient, a ticket, on 
which shall be written his name, a number or letter, designating the list and 
his number on the list for convenience of identification on arrival. Each list or 
manifest shall be verified by the signature and the oath or affirmation of the master 
or commanding officer, or of the officer, first or second, below him in command, and 
of the surgeon of said vessel or other medical officer, as provided in sections 2 and 3 
of the act of March 3, 1893, therefore, the above affidavits must be attached to each 
list or manifest, which lists or manifests must be kept separate and not fastened 
together. 

In case there is a surgeon sailing with the vessel, that officer must sign and verify 
each list or manifest, and the verification by another surgeon will not be in compli- 
ance with the law. \ 

All forms of lists or manifests and affidavits sent out by authority of this Depart- 
ment are suggestive merely, and will not relieve any person from the necessity of 
complying strictly with all the provisions of said act of March 3, 1893. 

Art. 14. In case of the failure of said master or commanding officer of said vessel 
to deliver to the said inspector of immigration lists or manifests, verified as afore- 
said, containing the information above required as to all immigrants on boar.l, 
there shall be paid to the collector of customs at the port of arrival the sum vjf $10 
for each immigrant qualified to enter the United States concerning whom the above 
information is not contained in any list, as aforesaid, or said immigrant shall not be 
permitted so to enter the United States, but shall be returned like other excluded 
persons. 

Art. 15. The certificate required by section 8 to be filed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall be filed upon the first days of January and July of each year. 

Art. 16. These regulations shall take immediate effect, except as to the last para- 
graph of Article 7 and articles 11 to 16, inclusive, and as to those articles they will 

take effect on the 3d day of May, 1893.

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LAWS. 

AN ACT to Regulate Immigration.— Act of August 3, 1882. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That there shall be levied, collected, and paid a dnty of fifty 
cents for each and every passenger not a citizen of the United States who shall come 
by steam or sail vessel from a foreign port to any port within the United States. 
The said dnty shall be paid to the collector of customs of the port to which such 
passenger shall come, or if there be no collector at such port, then to the collector of 
customs nearest thereto, by the master, owner, agent, or consignee of every such 
vessel, within twenty-four hours after the entry thereof into such port. The money 
thus collected shall be paid into the United States Treasury, and shall constitute a 
fund to be called the immigrant fund, and shall be used, under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, to defray the expense of regulating immigration under 
this act, and for the care of immigrants arriving in the United States, for the re- 
lief of such as are in distress, and for the general purposes and expenses of carrying 
this act into effect. The duty imposed by this section shall be a lien upon the 
vessels which shall bring such passengers into the United States, and shall be a debt 
in favor of the United States against the owner or owners of such vessels; and the 
payment of such duty may be enforced by any legal or equitable remedy. Provided, 
That no greater sum shall be expended for the purposes hereinbefore mentioned, at 
any port, than shall have been collected at such port. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby charged with the duty of exe- 
cuting the provisions of this act and with supervision over the business of immigra- 
tion to the United States, and for that purpose he shall have power to enter into con- 
tracts with such State commission, board, or officers as may be designated for that 
purpose by the governor of any State to take charge of the local affairs of immigra- 
tion in the ports within said State, and to provide for the support and relief of such 
immigrants therein landing as may fall into distress or need public aid, under the 
rules and regulations to be prescribed by said Secretary ; and it shall be the duty of 
such State commission, board, or officers so designated to examine into the condition 
of passengers arriving at the ports within such State in any ship or vessel, and for 
that purpose all or any of such commissioners or officers or such other person or per- 
sons as they shall appoint, shall be authorized to go on board of and through any 
such ship or vessel ; and if on such examination there shall be found among such 
passengers any convict, lunatic, idiot, or any person unable to take care of himself or 
herseli without becoming a public charge, they shall report the same in writing to 
the collector of such port, and such person shall not be permitted to land. 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury shall establish such regulations and 
rules and issue from time to time such instructions not inconsistent with law as he 
shall deem best calculated to protect the United States and immigrants into the 
United States from fraud and loss, and for carrying out the provisions of this act and 
the immigration laws of the United States ; and he shall prescribe all forms of 
bonds, entries, and other papers to be used under and in the enforcement of the 
various provisions of this act. 

Sec. 4. That all foreign convicts, except those convicted of political offenses, upon 
arrival, shall be sent back to the nations to which they belong and from whence they 
came. The Secretary of the Treasury may designate the State board of charities of 
any State in which such board shall exist by law, or any commission in any State, 
or any person or persons in any State whose duty it shall be to execute the provi- 
sions of this section without compensation. The Secretary of the Treasury shall pre- 
scribe regulations for the return of the aforesaid persons to the countries from whence 
they came, and shall furnish instructions to the board, commission, or persons charged 
with the execution of the provisions of this section as to the mode of procedure in 
respect thereto, and may change such instructions from time to time. The expense 
of such return of the aforesaid persons not permitted to land shall be borne by the 
owners of the vessels in which they came. 

Sec. 5. That this act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved August 3, 1882. 



Original Act. 

AN" ACT to prohibit the importation and immigration of foreigners and aliens under contract or 
agreement to perform labor in the United States, its Territories, and the District of Columbia. — 
Act of February 26, 1885. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled. That from and after the passage of this act it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person, company, partnership, or corporation, in any manner whatsoever, 
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to prepay the transportation, or in any way assist or encourage the importation or mi- 
gration of any alien or aliens, any foreigner or foreigners, into the United States, its- 
Territories, or the District of Columbia, under contract or agreement, parol or special, 
express or implied, made previous to the importation or migration of such alien or 
aliens, foreigner or foreigners, to perform labor or service of any kind in the United 
States, its Territories, or the District of Columbia. 

Sec. 2. That all contracts or agreements, express or implied, parol or special, 
which may hereafter be made by and between any person, company, partnership, 
or corporation, and any foreigner or foreigners, alien or aliens, to perform labor or 
service or having reference to the performance of labor or service by any person 
in the United States, its Territories, or the District of Columbia, previous to the 
migration or importation of the person or persons whose labor or service is con- 
tracted for into the United States, shall be utterly void and of no effect. 

Sec. 3. That for every violation of any of the provisions of section one of this 
act the person, partnership, company, or corporation violating the same, by know- 
ingly assisting, encouraging or soliciting the migration or importation of any alien 
or aliens, foreigner or foreigners, into the United States, its Territories, or the Dis- 
trict of Columbja, to perform labor or service of any kind under contract or agree- 
ment, express or implied, parol or special, with such alien or aliens, foreigner or 
foreigners, previous to becoming residents or citizens of the United States, shall 
forfeit and pay for every such offense the sum of one thousand dollars, which may 
be sued for and recovered by the United States or by any person who shall first 
bring his action therefor, including ariy such alien or foreigner who may.be a party 
to any such contract or agreement, as debts of like amount are now recovered in 
the circuit courts of the United States; the proceeds to be paid into the Treasury 
of the United States; and separate suits may be brought for each alier or foreigner 
being a party to such contract or agreement aforesaid. And it shall be the duty of 
the district attorney of the proper district to prosecute every such suit at the ex- 
pense of the United States. 

Sec. 4. That the master of any vessel who shall knowingly bring within the 
United States on any such vessel, and land, or permit to be landed, from any foreign 
port or place, any alien laborer, mechanic, or artisan who, previous to embarkation 
on sucn vessel, had entered into contract or agreement, parol or special, express or 
implied, to perform labor or service in the United States, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than five hundred dollars for each and every such alien laborer, mechanic or artisan 
so brought as aforesaid, and may also be imprisoned for a term not exceeding six 
months. 

Sec. 5. That nothing in this act shall be so construed as to prevent any citizen or 
subject of any foreign country temporarily residing in the United States, either in 
private or official capacity, from engaging, under contract or otherwise, persons not 
residents or citizens of the United States to act as private secretaries, servants, or 
domestics for such foreigner temporarily residing in the United States as aforesaid; 
nor shall this act be so construed as to prevent any person, or persons,- partnership, 
or corporation, from engaging, under contract or agreement, skilled workmen in 
foreign countries to perform labor in the United States in or upon any new industry 
not at present established in the United States: Provided, That skilled labor for 
that purpose can not be otherwise obtained; nor shall the provisions of this act 
apply to professional actors, artists, lecturers, or singers, nor to persons employed 
strictly as personal or domestic servants : Provided, That nothing in this act shall 
be construed as prohibiting any individual from assisting any member of his family 
or any relative or personal friend, to migrate from any foreign country to the United 
States, for the purpose of settlement here. 

Sec. 6. That all laws or parts of laws conflicting herewith be, and the same are 
hereby, repealed. 

Approved, February 26, 1885 (23 Stat., 332). 



Amendatory Act. 

AX ACT to prohibit the importation and immigration of foreigners and aliens under contract or 
agreement to perform labor in the United States, the Territories, and the District of Columbia. — 
Act of February 23, 1887. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That an act to prohibit the importation and immigration of 
foreigners and aliens under contract or agreement to perform labor in the United 
States, its Territories, and the District pf Columbia, approved February twenty- 
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sixth, eighteen hundred and eighty-five, and to provide for the enforcement thereof, 
be amended by-adding the following: 

" Sec. 6. That the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby charged with the duty of 
executing the provisions of this act, and for that purpose he shall have power to 
enter into contracts with such State commission, board, or officers as may be desig- 
nated for that purpose, by the governor of any State to take charge of the local 
affairs of immigration in the ports within said State, under the rules and regula- 
tions to be prescribed by said Secretary ; and it shall be the duty of such £tate 
commission, board, or officers so designated to examine into the condition of passen- 
gers arriving at the ports within such State in any ship or vessel, and for that pur- 
pose all or any of such commissioners or officers, or such other person or persons as 
they shall appoint, shall be authorized to go on board of and through any such ship 
or vessel ; and if in such examination there shall be found among such passengers 
any person included in the prohibition in this act, they shall report the same in 
writing to the collector of such port, and such person shall not be permitted to land. 

" Sec. 7. That the Secretary of the Treasury shall establish such regulations and 
rules, and issue from time to time such instructions, not inconsistent with law, as 
he shall deem best calculated for carrying out the provisions of tjiis act; and he 
shall prescribe all forms of bonds, entries, and other papers to be used under and 
in the enforcement of the various provisions of this act. 

"Sec. 8. That all persons included in the prohibition in this act, upon arrival, 
shall be sent back to the nations to which they belong and from whence they came. 
The Secretary of the Treasury may designate the State board of charities of any 
State in which such board shall exist by law, or any commission in any State, or 
any person or persons in any State, whose duty it shall be to execute the provisions 
of this section and shall be entitled to reasonable compensation therefor to be fixed 
by regulation prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. The Secretary of the 
Treasury shall prescribe regulations for the return of the aforesaid persons to the 
countries from whence they came, and shall furnish instructions to the board, com- 
mission, or persons charged with the execution of the provisions of this section as 
to the time of procedure in respect thereto, and may change such instructions from 
time to time. The expense of suclr return of the aforesaid persons not permitted 
to land shall be borne by the owners of the vessels in which they came. And any 
vessel refusing to pay such expenses shall not thereafter be permitted to laud at 
or clear from any port of the United States. And such expenses shall be a lien 
on said vessel. That the necessary expense in the execution of this act for the 
present fiscal year, shall be paid out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 

"Sec. 9. That all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act are hereby re- 
pealed. 

"Sec. 10. That this act shall take effect at the expiration of thirty days after its 
pass sage." 

Approved, February 23, 1887 (24 Stat., 414). 



Amendment to the Alien Contract-Labor Law Contained in the Defi- 
ciency Bill, Approved October 19, 1885 (25 Stat., 566). 

That the act approved February twenty -third, eighteen hundred and eighty -seven, 
entitled "An act to amend an act to prohibit the importation and immigration of 
foreigners and aliens under contract or agreement to perform labor in the United 
States, its Territories, and the District of Columbia, " be, and the same is hereby 1 ", 
so amended as to authorize the Secretary of the Treasury, in case that he shall be 
satisfied that an immigrant has been allowed to land contrary to the prohibition of 
that law,- to cause such immigrant within the period of one year after landing or 
entry, to be taken into custody and returned to the country from whence he came, 
at the expense of the owner of the importing vessel ; or, if he entered from an ad- 
joining country, at the expense of the person previously contracting for the services. 

Section 3 of an act supplementary to the acts in relation to immigration, ap- 
proved March 3, 1875, vol. 18, part 3, United States Statutes at Large, provides : 

"That the importation into the United States of women for the purposes of pros- 
titution is hereby forbidden ; and all contracts and agreements in relation thereto, 
made in advance or in pursuance of such illegal importation and purposes, are hereby 
declared void ; and whoever shall knowingly and willfully import, or cause any im- 
portation of, women into the United States for the purposes of prostitution, or shall 
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knowingly or willfully hold, or attempt to hold, any woman to such purposes, in 
pursuance of such illegal importation and contract or agreement, shall he deemed 
.guilty of a felony, and, on conviction thereof, shall be imprisoned not exceeding 
five years and pay a fine not exceeding live thousand dollars." 



AN ACT in amendment to the various acts relative to immigration and the importation of aliens 

tinder contract or agreement to perform labor — Act of March 3, 1891. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the following classes of aliens shall be excluded from 
admission into the United States, in accordance with the existing acts regulating 
immigration, other than those concerning Chinese laborers : All idiots, insane per- 
sons, paupers or persons likely to become a public charge, persons suffering from a 
loathsome or a dangerous contagious disease, persons who have been convicted of a 
felony or other infamous crime or misdemeanor involving moral turpitude, polyga- 
mists, and also any person whose ticket or passage is paid for with the money of 
another or who is assisted by others to come, unless it is affirmatively and satisfac- 
torily shown on special inquiry that such person does not belong to one of the fore- 
going excluded classes, or to the class of contract laborers excluded by the act of 
February twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred and eighty-five, but this section shall not 
be held to exclude persons living in the United States from sending for a relative or 
a friend who is not of the excluded classes under such regulations as the Secretary 
■of the Treasury may prescribe : Provided, That nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to apply to or exclude persqns convicted of a political offense, notwithstand- 
ing said political offense may be designated as a " felony, crime, infamous crime, or 
misdemeanor, involving moral turpitude" by the laws of the land whence he came 
or by the court convicting. 

Sec. 2. That no suit or proceeding for violations of said act of February twenty- 
sixth, eighteen hundred and eighty-five, prohibiting the importation and migration 
of foreigners under contract or agreement to perform labor shall be settled, compro- 
mised, or discontinued without the consent of the court entered of record with rea- 
sons therefor. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be deemed a violation of said act of February twenty-sixth, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-five, to assist or encourage the importation or migration 
of any alien by promise of employment through advertisements printed and published 
in any foreign country ; and any alien coming to this country in consequence of such 
an advertisement shall be treated as coming under a contract as contemplated by 
such act ; and the penalties by said act imposed shall be applicable in such a case : 
Provided, This section shall not apply to States and immigration bureaus of States 
advertising the inducements they offer for immigration to such States. 

Sec. 4. That no steamship or transportation company or owners of vessels shall 
directly, or through agents, either by writing, printing, or oral representations, so- 
licit, invite or encourage the immigration of any alien into the United States except 
by ordinary commercial letters, circulars, advertisements, or oral representations, 
stating the sailings of their vessels and the terms and facilities of transportion 
therein ; and for a violation of this provision any such steamship or transportation 
company, and any such owners of vessels, and the agents by them employed, shall 
be subjected to the penalties imposed by the third section of said act of February 
twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred and eighty-five, for violations of the provisions of 
the first section of said act. 

Sec. 5. That section five of said act of February twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five, shall be, and hereby is, amended by. adding to the second proviso in 
said section the words "nor to ministers of any religious denomination, nor persons 
belonging to any recognized profession, nor professors for colleges and seminaries/' 
and by excluding from the second proviso of said section the words "or any relative 
or personal friend." 

Sec. 6. That any person who shall bring into or land in the United States by ves- 
sel or otherwise, or who shall aid to bring into or land in the United States by ves- 
sel or otherwise, any alien not lawfully entitled to enter the United States, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, on conviction, be punished by a fine not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment for a term not exceeding one 
year, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 7. That the office of superintendent of immigration is hereby created and 
established, and the President, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, is 
authorized and. directed to appoint such officer, whose salary shall be four thousand 
dollars per annum, payable monthly. The superintendent of immigration shall be 
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an officer in the Treasury Department, under the control and supervision of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, to whom he shall make annual report in writing of the 
transactions of his office, together with such special reports, in writing, as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall require. The Secretary shall provide the superintendent 
with a suitably furnished office in the city of Washington, and with such books of* 
record and facilities for the discharge of the duties of his office as may be necessary. 
He shall have a chief clerk at a salary of two thousand dollars per annum, and two 
first-class clerks. 

Sec. 8. That upon the arrival by water at any place within the United States of 
any alien immigrants it shall be the duty of the commanding officer and the agents- 
of the steam or sailing vessel by which they came to report the name, nationality, 
last residence, and destination of every such alien, before any of them are landed,, 
to the proper inspection officers, who shall thereupon go or send competent assist- 
ants on board duch vessel and there inspect all such aliens, or the inspection offi- 
cers may order a temporary removal of such aliens for examination at a designated 
time and place, and then and there detain them nntil a thorough inspection is 
made. But such a removal shall not be considered a landing during the pendency 
of such examination. The medical examination shall be made by surgeons of the 
Marine-Hospital Service. In cases where the services of a marine-hospital surgeon 
can not be obtained without causing unreasonable delay, the inspector may cause an 
alien to be examined by a civil surgeon and the Secretary of the Treasury shall fix. 
the compensation for such examination. The inspection officers and their assistants 
shall have power to administer oaths, and to take and consider testimony touching 
the right of any such aliens to enter the United States, all of which shall be entered 
of record. During such inspection after temporary removal the superintendent 
shall cause such aliens to be properly housed, fed, and cared for, and also, in his 
discretion, such as are delayed in proceeding to their destination after inspection. 
All decisions made by the inspection officers or their assistants touching the right 
of any alien to land, when adverse to such right, shall be final unless appeal be 
taken to the superintendent of immigration, whose action shall be subject to review 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. It shall be the duty of the aforesaid officers and 
agents of such vessel to adopt due precautions to prevent the landing of any alien 
immigrant at any place or time other than that designated by the inspection officers, 
and any such officer or agent or person in charge of such vessel who shall either 
knowingly or negligently land or permit to land any alien' immigrant at any place 
or time other than that designated by the inspection officers, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and punished by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, or by 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding one year, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 

That the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe rules for inspection along the 
borders of Canada, British Columbia, and Mexico so as not to obstruct or unnecessa- 
rily delay, impede, or annoy passengers in ordinary travel between said countries : 
Provided, That not exceeding one inspector shall be appointed for each customs dis- 
trict, and whose salary shall not exceed twelve hundred dollars per year. 

All duties imposed and powers conferred by the second section of the act of 
August third, eighteen hundred and eighty-two, upon State commissions, boards, or 
officers acting under contract with the Secretary of the Treasury shall be performed 
and exercised, as occasion may arise, by the inspection officers of the United States. 

Sec. 9. That for the preservation of the peace and in order that arrests may be made 
for crimes under the laws of the States where the various United States immigrant 
stations are located, the officials in charge of such stations as occasion may require 
shall admit therein the proper State and municipal officers charged with the enforce- 
ment of such laws, and for the purposes of this section the jurisdiction of such 
officers and of the local courts shall extend over such stations. 

Sec. 10. That all aliens who may unlawfully come into the United States shall,, 
if practicable, be immediately sent back on the vessel by which they were brought 
in. The cost of their maintenance while on land, as well as the expense of the 
return of such aliens, shall be borne by the owner or the owners of the vessel on 
which such aliens came; and if any master, agent, consignee, or owner of such ves- 
sel shall refuse to receive back on board the vessel such aliens, or shall neglect to 
detain them thereon, or shall refuse or neglect to return them to the port from which 
they came, or to pay the cost of their maintenance while on land, such master, agent, 
consignee, or owner shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished 
by a fine not less than three hundred dollars for each and every offense; and any such 
vessel shall not have clearance from any port of the United States while any such 
fine is unpaid. 

Sec. 11. That any alien who shall come into the United States in violation of law 
may be returned as by law provided, at any time within one year thereafter, at the 
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expense of the person or persons, vessel, transportation company, or corporation 
bringing such alien into the United States, and if that can not be done, then at the 
expense of the United States ; and any alien who becomes a public charge within 
one year after his arrival in the United States from causes existing prior to his land- 
ing therein shall be deemed to have come in violation of law and shall be returned as 
aforesaid. * 

Sec. 12. That nothing contained in this act shall be construed to affect any prose- 
cution or other proceeding, criminal or civil, begun under any existing act or any 
acts hereby amended, but such prosecution or other proceedings, criminal or civil, 
shall proceed as if this act had not been passed. 

Sec. 13. That the circuit and district courts of the United States are hereby 
invested with full and concurrent jurisdiction of all causes, civil and criminal, aris- 
ing under any of the provisions of this act; and this act shall go into effect on the 
first day of April, eighteen hundred and ninety-one. »

AN ACT to facilitate the enforcement of the immigration and contract-labor laws of the United 

States.— Act of March 3, 1893. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That, in addition to conforming to all present requirements of 
law, upon the arrival of any alien immigrants by water at any port within the 
United States, it shall be the duty of the master or commanding officer of the steamer 
or sailing vessel having said immigrants on board to deliver to the proper inspector 
of immigration at the port lists or manifests made at the time and place of embar- 
kation of such alien immigrants on board such steamer or vessel, which shall, in 
answer to questions at the top of said lists, state as to each immigrant the full name, 
age, and sex, whether married or single; the calling or occupation; whether able to 
read or write; the nationality; the last residence; the seaport for landing in the 
United States; the»final destination, if any, beyond the seaport of landing; whether 
having a ticket through to such final destination; whether the immigrant has paid 
his own passage or whether it has been paid by other persons or by any corporation, 
society, municipality, or government ; whether in possession of money, and if so, 
whether upwards of thirty dollars and how much if thirty dollars or less; whether 
going to join a relative, and if so, what relative and his name and address ; whether 
ever before in the United States, and if so, when and where ; whether ever in prison 
or almshouse or supported by charity; whether a polygamist; whether under con- 
tract, express or implied, to perform labor in the United States ; and what is the 
immigrant's condition of health mentally and physically, and whether deformed or 
crippled, and if so, from what cause. 

Sec. 2. That the immigrants shall be listed in convenient groups and no one list 
or manifest shall contain more than thirty names. To each immigrant or head of 
a family shall be given a ticket on which shall be written his name, a number or 
letter designating the list, and his number on the list, for convenience of identifica- 
tion on arrival. Each list or manifest shall be verified by the signature and the oath 
or affirmation of the master or commanding t officer or of the oificer first or second 
below him in command, taken before the United States consul or consular agent at 
the port of departure, before the sailing of said vessel, to the effect that he has made 
a personal examination of each and all of the passengers named therein, and that he 
has caused the surgeon of said vessel sailing therewith to make a physical examina- 
tion of each of said passengers, and that from his personal inspection and the report 
of said surgeon he believes that no one of said passengers is an idiot or insane person, 
or a pauper or lik«ly to become a public charge, or suffering from a loathsome or 
dangerous contagious disease, or a person who has been convicted of a felony or 
other infamous crime or misdemeanor involving moral turpitude, or a polygamist, 
or under a contract or agreement, express or implied, to perform labor in the United 
States, and that also, according to the best of his knowledge and belief, the infor- 
mation in said list or manifest concerning each of said passengers named therein is 
correct and true. 

Sec. 3. That the surgeon of said vessel sailing therewith shall also sign each of 
said lists or manifests before the departure of said vessel, and make oath or affirma- 
tion in like manner before said consul or consular agent, stating his professional 
experience and qualifications as a physician and surgeon, and that he has made a 
personal examination of each of the passengers named therein and that said list or 
manifest, according to the best of his knowledge and belief, is full, correct, and true 
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in all particulars relative to the mental and physical condition of said passengers. 
If no surgeon sails with any vessel bringing alien immigrants, the mental and physical 
examinations and the verifications of the lists or manifests may be made by some 
competent surgeon employed by the owners of the vessel. 

Sec. 4. That in the case of the failure of said master or commanding officer of said 
vessel to deliver to the said inspector of immigration lists or manifests, verified as 
aforesaid, containing the information above required as to all alien immigrants on 
board, there shall be paid to the collector of customs at the port of arrival the sum 
of ten dollars for each immigrant qualified to enter the United States concerning 
whom the above information is not contained in any list as aforesaid, or said immi- 
grant shall not be permitted so to enter the United States, but shall be returned 
Eke other excluded persons. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of every inspector of arriving alien immigrants 
to detain for a special inquiry, under section one of the immigration act of March 
third, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, every person who may not appear to him 
to be clearly and beyond doubt entitled to admission, and all special inquiries shall 
be conducted by not less than four officials acting as inspectors, to be designated in 
writing by the Secretary of the Treasury or the superintendent of immigration, for 
conducting special inquiries ; and no immigrant shall be admitted upon special in- 
quiry except after a favorable decision made by at least three of said inspectors; 
and any decision to admit shall be subject to appeal by any dissenting inspector to 
the superintendent of immigration, whose action shall be subject to review by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, as provided in section eight of said immigration act of 
March third, eighteen hundred and ninety-one. 

Sec. 6. That section five of the act of March third, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
one, "in amendment of the various acts relative to immigration and the importation 
of aliens under contract or agrement to perform labor," is hereby amended by 
striking out the words "second proviso" where they first occur in said section and 
inserting the words "first proviso" in their place; and section eight of said act 
is hereby so amended that the medical examinations of arriving immigrants to 
be made by surgeons of the Marine-Hospital Service may be made by any regular 
medical officers of such Marine-Hospital Service detailed therefor by the Secretary of 
the Treasury ; and civil surgeons shall only be employed temporarily from time to 
time for specific emergencies. , 

Sec. 7. That no bond or guaranty, written or oral, that an alien immigrant shall 
not become a public charge shall be received from any person, company, corporation, 
charitable or benevolent society or association, unless authority to receive the same 
shall in each special case be given by the Superintendent of Immigration, with the 
written approval of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 8. That all steamship or transportation companies, and other owners of 
vessels, regularly engaged in transporting alien immigrants to the United States, 
shall twice a year file a certificate with the Secretary of the Treasury that they have 
furnished to be kept conspicuously exposed to view in the office of each of their 
agents in foreign countries authorized to sell emigrant tickets, a copy of the law of 
March third, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, and of all subsequent laws of this 
country relative to immigration, printed in large letters, in the language of the 
country where the copy of the law is to be exposed to view, and that tney have 
instructed their agents to call the attention thereto of persons contemplating emi- 
gration before selling tickets to them ; and in case of the failure for sixty days of 
any such company or any such owners to file such a certificate, or in case they file a 
false certificate, they shall pay a fine of not exceeding five hundred dollars, to be 
recovered in the proper United States court, and said fine shall also be a lien upon 
any vessel of said company or owners found within the United States. 

Sec. 9. That after the first day of January, eighteen hundred and ninety-three, 
all exclusive privileges of exchanging money, transporting passengers or baggage, 
or keeping eating houses, and all other like privileges in connection with the Ellis 
Island immigrant station, shall be disposed of after public competition, subject to 
such conditions and limitations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe. 

Sec. 10. That this act shall not apply to Chinese persons ; and shall take effect as 
to vessels departing from foreign ports for ports within the United States after sixty 
days from the passage of this act. 

Approved, March 3, 1893. 
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Tta Carriage of Emigrant Passengers by Sea upon Steam and Other Ves- 
sels. 

An act to regulate the carriage of passengers by sea.r-Act of Angnst 2, 1882. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That it shall not be lawful for the master of a steamship 
or other vessel whereon etmigrant passengers, or passengers other than cabin passen- 
gers, have been taken at any port or plaoe in a foreign country or dominion (ports 
and places in foreign territory contiguous to the United States excepted) to bring 
such vessel and passengers to any port or place in the United States unless the com- 
partments, spaces, and accommodations hereinafter mentioned have been provided, 
allotted, maintained, and used for and by such passengers during the entire voyage ; 
that is to say, in a steamship, the compartments or spaces, unobstructed by cargo, 
atores, or goods, shall be of sufficient dimensions to allow for each and every passen- 
ger carried or brought therein one hundred cubic feet, if the compartment or space 
is located on the main deck or on the first deck next below the main deck of the ves- 
sel, and one hundred and twenty cubic feet for each passenger carried or brought 
therein if the compartment or space is located on the second deck below the main 
deck of the vessel ; 'and it shall not be lawful to carry or bring passengers on any 
'deck other than the decks above mentioned. And in sailing vessels such passengers 
shall be carried or brought only on the deck (not being an orlop deck) that is next 
below the main deck of the vessel, or in a poop or deck-house constructed on the 
main deck ; and the compartment or space, unobstructed by cargo, stores, or goodse 
shall be of sufficient dimensions to allow one hundred and ten cubic feet to eacn and, 
every passenger brought therein. And such passenger shall not be carried or 
brought in any between-decks, nor in any compartment, space, poop, or deck house 
the height of which from deck to deck is less than six feet. In computing the num- 
ber of such passengers carried or brought in any vessel, children under one year of 
age shall not be included, and two children between one and eight years of age shall 
be counted as one passenger ; and any person brought in such vessel who shall have 
been, during the voyage, taken from any other vessel wrecked or in distress on the 
high seas, or have been picked up at sea from any boat, raft, or otherwise, shall not 
be included in such computation. The master of a vessel coming to a port or place 
in the United States in violation of either of the provisions of this section shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor ; and if the number of passengers other than cabin 
passengers carried or brought in the vessel, or in any compartment, space, poop, or 
deck house thereof, is greater than the number allowed to be carried or brought 
therein, respectively, as hereinbefore prescribed, the said master shall be fined fifty 
dollars for each and every passenger in excess of the proper number, and may also 
be imprisoned not exceeding six months. ' 

Sec. 2. That in every such steamship or other vessel there shall be a sufficient 
number of berths for the proper accommodation, as hereinafter provided, of all such 
passengers. There shall not be on any deck nor in any compartment or space occu- 
pied by such passengers more than two tiers of berths. The berths shall be properly 
constructed, and be separated from each other by partitions, as berths ordinarily are 
separated, and each berth shall be at least two feet in width and six feet in length ; 
and the interval between the floor or lowest part of the lower tier of berths and the 
deck beneath them shall not be less than six inches, nor the interval between each 
tier of berths, and the interval between the uppermost tier and the deck above it, 
less than two feet six inches ; and each berth shall be occupied by not more than one 
passenger over eight years of age ; bnt double berths of twice the above-mentioned 
width may be provided, each double berth to be occupied by no more and by none 
other than two women, or by one woman and two children under the age of eight 
years, or by husband and wife, or by a man and two of his own children under the 
age of eight years, or by two meu personally acquainted with each other. All the 
male passengets upwards of fourteen years of age who do not occupy berths with 
their wives shall be berthed in the fore part of the vessel, in a compartment divided 
off from the space or spaces appropriated to the other passengers by a substantial 
and well-secured bulkhead ; and unmarried female passengers shall be berthed in a 
compartment separated from the spaces occupied by other passengers by a substan- 
tial and well-constructed bulkhead, the opening or communication from which to an 
adjoining passenger space shall be so constructed that it can be closed and secured. 
Families, however, shall not be separated except with their consent. Each berth 
shall be numbered serially, on the outside berth-board, according to the number of 
passengers that may lawfully occupy the berth ; and the berths occupied by such 
passengers shall not be removed or taken down until the expiration of twelve hours 
from the time of entry,, unless previously inspected within a shorter period. For 
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any violation of either of the provisions of this section the master of the vessel shall 
be liable to a fine of five dollars for each passenger carried or brought on the vessel. 

Sec. 3. That every such steamship or other vessel shall have adequate provision 
for affording light and air to the passenger decks and to the compartments and spaces 
occupied by such passengers, and with adequate means and appliances for ventilating 
the said compartments and spaces. To compartments having sufficient space for fifty 
or more of such passengers at least two ventilators, each not less than twelve inches 
in diameter, shall be provided, one of which ventilators shall be inserted in the for- 
ward part of the compartment, and the other in the after part thereof, and shall be 
so constructed as to ventilate the compartment ; and additional ventilators shall be 
provided for each compartment in the proportion of two ventilators for each addi- 
tional fifty of such passengers carried or brought i* the compartment. All ventila- 
tors shall be carried at least six feet above the uppermost deck of the vessel, and 
shall be of the most approved form and -construction. In any steamship the venti- 
lating apparatus provided, or any method of ventilation adopted thereon, which has 
been approved by the proper emigration officers at the port or place from which such 
vessel was cleared, shall be deemed a compliance with the foregoing provisions ; and 
in all vessels carrying or bringing such passengers there shall be properly constructed 
hatchways over the compartments or spaces occupied by such passengers, which hatch- 
way shall be properly covered with houses or booby hatches, and the combings or 
sills of which shall rise at least six inches above the deck ; and there shall be proper 
companion ways or ladders from each hatchway leading to the compartments orspaces 
occupied by such passengers ; and the said companion ways or ladders shall be 
securely constructed, and be provided with hand rails or strong rope ; and, when the 
weather will permit, such passengers shall have the use of each hatchway situated 
over the compartments or spaces appropriated to their use ; and every vessel carry- 
ing or bringing such passengers shall have a properly located and constructed caboose 
and cooking range, or other cooking apparatus, the dimensions and capacity of which 
shall be sufficient to provide for properly cooking and preparing the food of all such 
passengers. In every vessel carrying or bringing such passengers there shall be at 
least two water-closets or privies, and an additional water-closet or privy for every 
one hundred male passengers on board, for the exclusive use of such male passengers, 
and an additional water-closet or privy for every fifty female passengers on board, 
for the exclusive use of the female passengers and young children on board. The 
aforesaid water-closets and privies shall be properly inclosed and located on each 
side of the vessel, and shall be separated from passengers' spaces by substantial and 
properly constructed partitions or bulkheads; and the water-closets and privies shall 
be kept and maintained in a serviceable and cleanly condition throughout the voy- 
age. For any violation of either of the provisions of this section, or for any neglect 
to conform to the requirements thereof, the master of the vessel shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars. 

Sec. 4. An allowance of good, wholesome, and proper food, with a reasonable quan- 
tity of fresh provisions, which food shall be equal in value to one and a half navy 
rations of the United States, and of fresh water not less than four quarts per day, 
shall be furnished each of such passengers. Three meals shall be served daily, at 
regular and stated hours, of which hours sufficient notice shall be given. If any 
such passengers shall at any time during the voyage be put on short allowance for 
food and water, the master of the vessel shall pay to each passenger three dollars 
for each and every day the passenger may have been put on short allowance, except 
in case of accident, where the captain is obliged to put the passengers on short al- 
lowance. Mothers with infants and young children shall be furnished the necessary 
quantity of wholesome milk or condensed milk for the sustenance of the latter. 
Tables and seats shall be provided for the use of passengers at regular meals. And 
for every wilful violation- of any of the provisions of this section the master of the 
vessel shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not more than five 
hundred dollars, and be imprisoned for a term not exceeding six months. The en- 
forcement of this penalty, however, shall not affect the civil responsibility of the 
master and owners of the vessel to such passengers as may have suffered from any 
negligence, breach of contract, or default on the part of such master and owners. 

Sec. 5, That in every such steamship or other vessel there shall be properly built 
and secured, or divided off from other spaces, two compartments or spaces to be used 
exclusively as hospitals for such passengers, one for men and the other for" women. 
The hospitals shall be located in a space not below the deck next below the main deck 
of the vessel. The hospital spaces shall in no case be less than in the proportion of 
eighteen clear superficial feet for every fifty such passengers who are carried or 
brought on the vessel, and such hospital shall be supplied with proper be ;8, bedding, 
and utensils, and be kept so supplied throughout the voyage. And every steamship 
or other vessel carrying or bringing emigrant passengers, or passengers other than 
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cabin passengers, exceeding fifty in number, shall carry a duly qualified and compe- 
tent surgeon or medical practitioner, who shall be rated as such in the ship's articles, 
and who shall be provided with surgical instruments, medical comforts, and medi- 
cines proper and necessary for diseases and accidents incident to sea voyages, and 
for the proper medical treatment of such passengers during the voyage, and with such 
articles of food and nourishment as may be proper and necessary for preserving the 
health of infants and young children ; and the services of such surgeon or medical 
practitioner, shall be promptly given, in any case of sickness or disease, to any of the 
passengers, or to any infant or young child of any such passengers, who may need 
his services. For a violation of either of the provisions of this section the master of 
the vessel shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars. 

Sec. 6. That the master of every such steamship or other vessel is authorized to 
maintain good discipline and such habits of cleanliness among such passengers as 
will tend to the preservation and promotion of health, and to that end he will cause 
such regulations as he may adopt for such purpose to be posted upon board the ves- 
sel, in a place or places accessible to such passengers, and shall keep the same so 
posted up during the voyage. The said master shall cause the compartments and 
spaces provided for, or occupied by, such passengers to be kept at all times in a clean 
and healthy condition, and to be, as often as may be necessary, disinfected With 
chloride of lime, or by some other equally efficient disinfectant. Whenever the state 
of the weather will permit, such passengers and their bedding shall be mustered on 
deck, and a clear and sufficient space on the main or any upper deck of the vessel 
•hall be set apart, and so kept for the use and exercise of such passengers during the 
voyage. For each neglect or violation of any of the provisions of this section the 
master of the vessel shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding two hundred and fifty 
dollars. 

Sec. 7. That neither the officers, seamen, nor other persons employed on any such 
steamship or other vessel shall visit or frequent any part of the vessel provided or 
assigned to the use of such passengers, except by the direction and permission of 
the master of such vessel first made or given for such purpose; and every officer, 
seaman, or other person employed on board of such vessel who shall violate the pro- 
visions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and may be fined 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, and be imprisoned not exceeding twenty days, 
for each violation ; and the master of such vessel who directs or permits any officer, 
seaman, or other person employed on board the vessel to visit or frequent any part 
of the vessel provided for or assigned to the use of such passengers, or the compart- 
ments or spaces occupied by such passengers, except for the purpose of doing or per- 
forming some necessary act or duty as an officer, seaman, or other person employed 
on board of the vessel, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and may be fined no 
more than one hundred dollars for each time he directs or permits the provisions of 
this section to be violated. A copy of this section, written or printed in the language 
or principal languages of the passengers on board, shall, by or under the direction 
of the master of the vessel, be posted in a conspicuous place on the forecastle and in 
the several parts of the vessel provided and assigned for the use of such passengers, 
and in each compartment or space occupied by such passengers, and the same shall 
be kept so posted during the voyage ; and if the said master neglects so to do, he 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined not more than one hun- 
dred dollars. 

Sec. 8. That it shall not be lawful to take, carry, or have on board of any such 
steamship or other vessel any nitroglycerin, dynamite," or any other explosive article 
or compound, nor any vitriol or like acids, nor gunpowder, except for the ship's use, 
nor any article or number of articles, whether as a cargo or ballast, which, by reason 
of the nature or quantity or mode of storage thereof, shall, either singly or collect- 
ively, be likely to endanger the health or lives of the passengers or the safety of the 
vessel; and horses, cattle, or other animals taken on board of or brought in any such 
vessel shall not be carried on any deck below the deck on which passengers are 
berthed, nor in any compartment in which passengers are berthed, nor in any ad- 
joining compartment except in a vessel built of iron, and of which the compartments 
are divided off by water-tight bulkheads extending to the upper deck. For every 
violation of any of the provisions of this section the master of the vessel shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined not exceeding one thousand 
dollars and be imprisoned for a period not exceeding one year. 

Sec. 9. That it shall not be lawful for the master of any such steamship or other 
vessel, not in distress, after the arrival of the vessel within any collection district of 
the United States, to allow any person or persons, except a pilot, officer of the cus- 
toms, or health officer, agents of the vessel, and consuls, to come on board of the 
vessel or to leave the vessel until the vessel has been taken in charge by an officer of 
the customs, nor, after charge so taken, without leave of such officer, until all the 
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passengers, with their baggage, have been duly landed from the vessel; and on the 
arrival of any such steamship or other vessel within any collection district of the 
United States* the master thereof shall deliver to the officer of customs who first 
comes on board the vessel and makes demand therefor a correct list, signed by the 
master, of all the passengers taken on board the vessel at any foreign port or place* 
specifying separately the names of the cabin passengers, their age, sex, calling and 
the country of which they are citizens, and the number of pieces of baggage belong- 
ing to each passenger, and also the name, age, sex, calling, and native country of 
each emigrant passenger or passengers other than cabin passengers, and their in- 
tended destination or location, and the number of pieces of baggage belonging to 
each passenger, and also the looation of the compartment or space occupied by each 
of such passengers, during the voyage ; and if any of such passengers died on the 
voyage, the said list shall specify the name, age, and cause of death of each deceased 
passenger; and a duplicate of the aforesaid list of passengers, verified by the oatji 
of the master, shall, with the manifest of the cargo, be delivered by the master fo 
the collector of customs on the entry of the vessel. For a violation of either of the 
provisions of this section, or for permitting or neglecting to prevent a violation 
thereof, the master of the vessel shall be liable to a hne not exceeding one thousand 
dollars. 

Sec. 10. That in case there shall have occurred on board any such steamship or 
other vessel any death among such passengers during the voyage, the master or con- 
signees of the vessel shall, within forty-eight hours after the arrival of the vessel 
within a collection district of the United States, or within twenty-four hours aftei? 
the entry of the vessel, pay to the collector of customs of such district the sum of ten 
dollars for each and every such passenger over the age of eight years who shall have 
died on the voyage by natural disease ; and the master or consignees of any vessel who 
neglect or refuse to pay such collector, within the times hereinbefore prescribed, the 
sums of money aforesaid, shall be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars in addition to 
the sum required to be paid as aforesaid for each passenger whose death occurred 
on the voyage. All sums of money paid to any collector under the provisions of 
this section shall be by him paid into the Treasury of the United States, in suoh 
manner and under such regulations as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Sec. 11. That the collector of customs of the collection district within which, or 
the surveyor of the port at which, any such steamship or other vessel arrives, shall 
direct an inspector or other officer of the customs to make an examination of the ves- 
sel, and to admeasure the compartments or spaces occupied by the emigrant passen- 
gers, or passengers other than cabin passengers, during the voyage; and such meas- 
urement shall be made in the manner provided by law for admeasuring vessels for 
tonnage ; and to compare the number of such passengers found on board with the 
list of such passengers furnished by the master to the customs officer; and the said 
inspector or other officer shall make a report to the aforesaid collector or surveyor, 
stating the port of departure, the time of sailing, the length of the voyage, the 
ventilation, the number of such passengers on board the vessel, and their native 
country, respectively ; the cubic quantity of each compartment or space, and the 
number of berths and passengers in each space ; the kind and quality of the food 
furnished such passengers on the voyage ; the number of deaths, and the age and 
sex of those who died during the voyage, and of what disease ; and in case there 
was any unusual sickness or mortality during the voyage, to report whether the 
same was caused by any neglect or violation of the provisions of this act, or by the 
want of proper care against disease by the master or owners of the vessel j and the 
said reports shall be forwarded to the Secretary of the Treasury at such times and 
in suoh manner as he shall direct. 

Sec. 12. That the provisions of this act shall apply to every steamship or other 
vessel whereon emigrant passengers, or passengers other than cabin passengers, are 
taken on board at a port or place in the United States for conveyance to any port or 
place in a foreign country except foreign territory contiguous to the United States, 
and shall also apply to any vessel whereon such passengers are taken on board at 
any port or place of the United States on the Atlantic Ocean or its tributaries for 
conveyance to a port or place on the Pacific Ocean or its tributaries, or vice versa ; 
and whether the voyage of said vessel is to be continuous from port to port, or such 
passengers are to be conveyed from port to port in part by the way of any overland 
route through Mexico or Central America ; and the said collector of customs may 
direct an examination of the vessel to be made by an inspector or other officer of 
the customs, who shall make the examination and report whether the provisions of 
this act have been complied with in respect to such vessel, and the said collector is 
authorized to withhold the clearance of such vessel until the coming in of such 
report, and if the said report shall show that any of the provisions of this act have 
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not been complied with, the collector is authorized and directed to withhold the 
clearance of such vessel until the said provisions are complied with, and if any 
such vessel leaves the aforesaid port or place without having been duly cleared by 
the collector of customs, the master shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
may be fined not exceeding one thousand dollars and be imprisoned not exceeding 
one year, and the vessel shall be liable to seizure and forfeiture. 

Sec. 13. That the amount of the several fines and penalties imposed by any sec- 
tion of this act upon the master of any steamship or other vessel carrying or bring- 
ing emigrant passengers, or passengers other than cabin passengers, for any viola- 
tion of the provisions of this act snail be liens upon such vessel, and such vessel 
may be libeled therefor in any circuit or district court of the United States where 
such vessel shall arrive or depart. 

Sec. 14. That this act shall come into operation and take effect ninety days after 
the passage of this act; and sections forty-two hundred and fifty-two to forty-two 
hundred and seventy-seven, inclusive, of the Revised Statutes of the United States 
are. from and after said date, repealed, and this act may be cited for all purposes as 
"The passenger act, eighteen hundred and eighty-two. 7 ' 
Approved, August 2, 1882. 



Exempting from tax passengers arriving by vessels employed in the trade between the United States 
and Ttomimon of Canada and Mexico. — Section 22, act June 26, 1884. 

That until the provisions of section one, chapter three hundred and seventy-six, 
of the laws of eighteen hundred and eighty-two, shall be made applicable to pas- 
sengers coming into the United States by land carriage, said provisions shall not 
apply to passengers coming by vessels employed exclusively in the trade between 
the ports of the united States and the ports of the Dominion of Canada or the ports 
of Mexico. 
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
